1. SMB! MARIMDRA NATH DHAR DUBEY. SECONP-IN-COMMAND 

BORDER SECURITY FORCE 

(Effective date of the award: 30 Aug 2003) 

On 30 th August 2003, on the basis of specific information regarding presence of 

a hardcore terrorist Rana Tahir Nadeem alias Gazi Baba, Chief Operational Commander 

of J-e-M in a house in Noorbagh(Srinagar), a search & cordon operation was launched 

by Border Security Force. Shri Narindra Nath Dhar Dubey along with other 

offlcers/personnei entered into the building by breaking down the door of the house. 

The ground & first floor of the house were searched. On reaching the second floor of 

the house# it was found vacant. However, Shri Dubey got suspicions on noticing two 

wardrobes which were placed in the room in peculiar manner. He instructed the

personnel to take cover and hit the mirror fixed on the wardrobe; On the mirror being 
hit, a trap door swung open and the terrorists hiding therein opened heavy volume of 
fire and lobbed grenades. Shri Dubey along with Constable Balbir Singh sustained 
multiple bullet injuries. Despite injuries, both of them returned fire. One of the 
terrorists jumped out of the hiding place and was about to fire upon Shri Dubey at 
close range, when Constable Balbir Singh, in utter disregard to his own life, jumped in 
front of the officer. Constable Balbir Singh received the bullet in his abdomen and 
succumbed to injuries on the spot. Shri Dubey pounced on the terrorist and caught 
hold of his rifle. The terrorist drew a pistol and shot at Shri Dubey shattering his fore¬ 
arm and rushed out. Grievously injured and profusely bleeding, Shri Dubey ran after 
the terrorist and killed him on the spot. The dead terrorist was subsequently identified 
as the notorious Rana Tahir Nadeem alias Gazi Baba. Despite having sustained eight 
bullet injuries on his body and a shattered arm, Shri Dubey while being evacuated 
continued to guide and exhort his officers and men for the successful resolution of the 
on-going fire fight with the remaining terrorists. In the follow-up operation, another 
terrorist was also killed. 
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Shri Narindra Nath Dhar Dubey displayed conspicuous gallant action, raw 
courage, selflessness, stellar leadership qualities and showed exemplary devotion to 
duty, unmindful of his own safety while fighting the terrorists. 


2. IC-62214 LIEUTENANT KANAVPEEP SINGH 

IP SIKH (POS T H UMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 23 Sept 2003) 


Lieutenant Kanavdeep Singh along with a platoon was tasked to carryout search 
and destroy operations in Gurez Sector, Jammu & Kashmir. On 23 September 2003, a 
patrol party of Ladakh Scouts was ambushed by terrorists; two soldiers were injured 
while the others were trapped under heavy fire. 


Lieutenant Kanavdeep Singh, realising the gravity of the situation, without 
awaiting for any orders, immediately diverted his platoon to rescue the trapped patrol. 
As his platoon closed in, they came under effective fire from a second group of 
terrorists, hiding in an inaccessible natural cave. Without regard for his personal 
safety the officer shot and killed one terrorist. Meanwhile he noticed that his rocket 
launcher detachment was unable to fire at the terrorists due to effective terrorists' fire. 
The Officer then moved towards the detachment but was wounded by terrorist fire. 
Despite being wounded, the officer crawled to the detachment and fired the Rocket 
Launcher killing the second terrorist in close combat and injuring the third. Due to 
excessive blood loss, the officer succumbed to his injuries. 

Lieutenant Kanavdeep Singh displayed conspicuous bravery, exemplary courage, 
leadership in facing the terrorists and made the supreme sacrifice in the highest 
traditions of the Indian Army.

In this operation, a large number of arms, ammunition and currency notes 
were recovered.

On 30 September 2002, a party comprising of one subordinate officer and 
eighteen other ranks of R-3 BSF adhoc Battalion was assigned the duty of protecting 
polling booth No.l7-A at Hassot-II (Chassana) under Guiabgarh constituency during 
the J&K Assembly Elections, 2002. At about 2200 hrs, on receipt of information 
regarding suspicious movement of some persons in village Chassana, the party 
commander went for patrolling the area leaving behind two constables Including 
Constable Sudarshan Reddy for guarding the polling booth. Around midnight, 
Constable Sudarshan Reddy observed some persons, who were terrorists, approaching 
the booth and challenged them. The terrorists opened heavy fire on him. He quickly 
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retaliated the fir© and informed^ patty commander. He engaged .the militants till re¬ 
enforcement arrived. Without caring for his life and showing courage of the highest 
order, he crawled dose to the terrorists and fired on them. In the exchange of fire, he : 
sustained bullet injuries but continued firing upon the terrorists till he succumbed to 
his injuries. Meanwhile, reinforcement arrived, and the terrorists fled away. The 
gallant action and supreme sacrifice of Constable Sudarshan Reddy resulted in saving 
the lives of the polling staff and disturbance to the election process. 

Constable K. Sudarshan Reddy displayed conspicuous gallant action, raw 
courage and sacrificed his life in performing the duty. 



(Effective date of the award: 15 Dec 2002) 

Shri Shi ring Donee, Cp Labour had been deployed as nig^t sentry in the under 
construction hospital building at 17 Assam Ttifles KLP Project at Keithlmanbi in Imphal 
district of Manipur State on the night of 15 December 2002. 


The hospital building was storing costly construction material meant for 
incorporation in the project. At about 0030 hours on 15 December 2002, a group of 
10 to 12 masked armed men tried to enter the building with an intention of theft. 
Shri Shiring Dorjee challenged them and tried to stop them by raising alarm and 
brandishing his KHUKRI*. The miscreants assaulted him but Shri Shiring Dorjee stood 
his. ground and kept on raising alarm inspite of injuries sustained by him. Due to the 
timely call, Assam Rifles personnel deployed nearby came for help and the miscreants 
had to leave. This act of bravery by Shri Shiring Dorjee with utter disregard to 
personal safety resulted in the saving of costly stores. 

Shri Shiring Dorjee displayed presence of mind, initiative, indomitable courage 
and dogged determination in the face of armed miscreants. 



On the night intervening 8/9 th January, 2003, on specific information regarding 
presence of terrorist(s) in viHage Sajik Tampak, District Chandef (Manipur), a company 
led by Assistant Commandant Vivek Saxena, 2 nd Bn BSF cordoned off the village and a 
search operation was started. Suddenly, the terrorists opened heavy fire on them 
from the hilltop. Reacting swiftly, Shri Saxena mounted his LMGs (tight Machine Guns) 
and retaliated fire on the terrorists numbering about 250 in strength & equipped with j 
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sophisticated automatic weapons. Though outnumbered and heavily under fire from 
the large number of terrorists, Shri Saxena did not lose heart and galvanized the 
available resources. With utter disregard to his personal safety, he ran from platoon to 
platoon and motivated the troops. 

The encounter continued till dusk. Taking advantage of the fading light, the 
terrorists regrouped and launched a fierce onslaught on the right flank of the BSF 
party. Shri Saxena rallied his troops and effectively repulsed the thrust of the 
terrorists' attack. Through his sheer grit and courage, Shri Saxena managed to thwart 
the offensive launched by the terrorists. Shri Saxena crawled ahead & engaged the 
terrorists & gave covering fire to his troops in shifting to a safer place. His accurate 
firing killed three terrorists. In the process he fell to a hail of bullets fired by the 
terrorists & sacrificed his life fighting the terrorists. 

Shri Vlvek Saxena displayed conspicuous gallant action, raw courage, 
selflessness, stellar leadership qualities and made the supreme sacrifice while fighting 
the terrorists.

On 12 May 2003, SG Constable Farooq Ahmed was posted as incharge of the 
guard at JK Bank Branch, Shopian, Pulwama and Constable Abdul Rashid was on duty 
in the guard post. At about 1145 hrs, a burqa-dad terrorist carrying a pistol tried to 
enter the bank. Constable Abdul Rashid did not allow him to enter and caught hold of 
him, resulting in a scuffle between the two. Meanwhile, 5 - 6 masked terrorists carrying 
AK-rifies entered the bank. One of the terrorists fired in air and asked the bank 
employees and customers to lie down. Constable Farooq Ahmed, who was performing 
duty inside the bank challenged the terrorists advancing towards the cash chest. One 
of the terrorists fired and injured him. Despite being injured, Constable Farooq Ahmed 
quickly took position on the ground and returned the fire injuring one of the terrorists. 
Heavy gun battle ensued and both Constable Farooq Ahmed and Constable Abdul 
Rashid sustained serious bullet injuries. Later, both of them succumbed to their 
injuries. Their bravery and timeiy action forced the terrorists to withdraw without 
looting the bank thereby foiling their attempt of looting about Rs. 90 Lakhs. 
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SG Constable Farooq Ahmed and Constable Abdul Rashid displayed conspicuous 
gallant action, raw courage and exemplary devotion to duty and made the supreme N 
sacrifice of their lives, which averted the bank robbery.

On 21 July 2003, on receiving information about presence ofterrorists in a 
Viliage,Cfcptain Mathew immediately moved with a Quick Reaction Team and cordoned 
the suspected house. Thereafter, he dosed In till he drew fire from the terroriifc^fiiding 
in the maizdffelds. After repositioning his team, he further dosed in and shot dead one 
terrorist in a fierce encounter whHe being grievously injured in the head. Despite his 
multiple injuries. Captain Mathew crawled further and eliminated the second terrorist 
by lobbing grenades before foiling Into a coma. 

Captain PerikalamkattH Abraham Mathew, SM exhibited adbeptlt^r^fifontrY 
and raw courage in dose combat despite grievous injuries while killing two terrorists. 
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9. JC-448779 SUBEPAR PRIT PAL SINGH 

4 GRENADIERS 

(Effective date of the award: 17 Aug 2003) 

On 17 August 2003, while on a seek and destroy operation, Subedar Prlt Pal 
Singh painstakingly cultivated hard intelligence about presence of some terrorists in a 
forest and volunteered to lead the search. On reaching the target area, he spotted one 
terrorist. The terrorist fired onto him. Subedar Prlt Pal Singh immediately retaliated, 
killing the terrorisron the <pot. 

This alerted other terrorists hiding in a dhok, who started firing indiscriminately. 
Two of them came out and lobbed grenades and fled towards a nala. Due to the 
grenade blast, Subedar Prit Pal Singh sustained multiple splinter injuries. Despite 
being injured, he crawled towards the dhok under volley of terrorists' by I lets and 
lobbed two grenades inside. Unmindful of his personal safety and displaying raw 
courage, he personally raided the dhok and after a fierce firefight, eliminated two more 
terrorists. * 

Subedar Prit Pal Singh displayed conspicuous bravery, raw courage, initiative 
and presence of mind in the face of terrorists.

RAJPUTANA RIFLES/9 RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS! 

(Effective date of the award: 17 Aug 2003) 

On 17 August 2003, Lance Naik Deshpal Singh was part of a stop in a cordon 
and search operation in a village in Anantnag District, 3&K. 

When the cordon was in the process of being established, three terrorists, in a 
desperate bid to escape, came charging out of a house from inside the village spraying 
bullets and throwing grenades in all directions. Lance Naik Oeshpal Singh was part of 
a stop which came in the direct firing line of the terrorists. Displaying indomitable spirit 
he asked his comrades to get to safety while he engaged the terrorists single 
handedly. In a fierce face-to-face fight, Lance Naik Deshpal Singh was hit by a bullet 
on his arm but despite the grave injury he killed one terrorist on the spot. With utter 
disregard to personal safety and bleeding profusely he repeatedly exposed himself and 
kept engaging the terrorists. Lance Naik Deshpal Singh was hit for a second time with 
a bullet on his face but the gallant soldier remained unperturbed and though rapidly 
sinking, shot and injured another fleeing terrorist forcing them to abort their escape' 
attempt. The superhuman effort, despite mortal injuries ensured safety of his 
colleagues and later assisted in elimination of the injured terrorist. Later, he 
succumbed to his injuries.

He observed through the thermal imager three persons 

ferrying bags. Displaying mental agility and ingenuity of the highest order, he 

appreciated the need to follow them, as they could be moving to supply rations to a 

terrorist hideout. After following them stealthily for half an hour, using battle and field 

craft of the highest order and retaining surprise, he observed armed terrorists near a 

temporary hideout inside the dense forest. 

Displaying excellent tactical acumen. Major Tanwar divided his party in three 
small groups. Two stops were placed to cut off the escape route of the terrorists 
towards a neighbouring country while he himself led the third group to raid the 
temporary hideout. Leading from the front by crawling in the rocky terrain and 
making full tise of the broken ground and dense jungle under conditions of inclement 
weather, he closed in on the target area and fired accurately to eliminate one of the 
terrorists. Remaining terrorists started firing indiscriminately using automatic weapons 
and hurled grenades. Undaunted by the fire and grenade explosion he crawled ahead 
and shot the second terrorist dead. The third terrorist surprised by his swift and 
audacious action fired indiscriminately in a desperate attempt to escape. Displaying 
indomitable spirit, doggedness and alertness, he quickly closed on to the third terrorist 
and shot him dead. 

Major Sanjay Singh Tanwar, SM* displayed resolute determination, tactical 
acumen, raw courage, steely nerves and conspicuous gallantry while fighting the 
terrorists.

16 3AT (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 24 Aug 2003) 

Naik Anil Kumar was part of an ambush party laid to trap a terrorist who had 
infiltrated across Une of Control on the night of 23 August 2003. On 24 August 2003 
at 0600 hours, it was decided to search the area. The ambush party was divided into 
three sub-groups. Naik Anil Kumar was part of a sub-group. While searching tee area 
suddenly the terrorist came out of the thick undergrowth and Opened fire with AK Rifle 
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and threw grenade. Naik Anil Kumar displaying presence of mind, selflessness and 
exemplary courage jumped in front of his comrades and took fire on himself at the 
same time firing back grievously injuring the terrorist. Naik Anil Kumar died on the 
spot due to gun shot wound on the chest and arm. His supreme sacrifice saved the life 
of feliow soldiers. 

Naik Anil Kumar displayed courage of the highest order, selflessness and saved 
his comrades while making the supreme sacrifice., 

13. CQMSTABLE. BALBIR SINGH 
BOBBER SECURITY. FORCE (POSTHUMOUS.) 

(Effective date of the award: 30 Aug 2003) 

On 30 th August 2003, on the basis of specific information regarding presence of 
a hardcore terrorist i.e. Rana Thair Nadeem alias Gazi Baba, Chief Operational 
Commander of J-e-M in a house in Nodrbagh(Srinagar), a search & cordon operation 
was launched by BSF. Shri Narinder Nefeh Dhar Dubey, Second-in-Command along with 
Constable Balbir Singh & other officers/personnel entered into the building by breaking 
down the door of the house. The ground & first floor of the house were searched & 
cleared. On reaching the second floor of the house, it was found va<^nt. However, 
Shri Dubey got suspicions on noticing the peculiar manner in which the twin wardrobes 
were placed in the room. He instructed the personnel to take cover and hit the mirror 
fixed on the wardrobe. On the mirror being hit, a trap door swung open and the 
terrorists hiding therein opened heavy volume of fire and lobbed grenades. Shri Dubey 
along with Constable Balbir Singh sustained multiple bullet injuries. Despite the 
injuries, both of them returned the fire. One of the terrorists jumped out of the hiding 
place and was about to fire upon Shri Dubey at close range when Constable Balbir 
Singh, in utter disregard to his own life, jumped in front of the officer. Constable 
Balbir Singh received the bullet in his abdomen thereby saving the life of his officer. 
But he continued firing at the terrorist before'succumbing to his injuries on the spot. 

Constable Balbir Singh displayed conspicuous gallant action, raw courage and 
showed exemplary devotion to duty, unmindful of his safety and made the supreme 
sacrifice in fighting the terrorists. 

14. JC-4M8M NAIB SUBEPAR AJIT SINGH 
P.UMJAB/37 RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 21 Sept 2003) 

Naib Subedar Ajit Singh was leading the Ghatak team during a search operation 
in a village in Northern Sector on 21 September 2003. 
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At 0930 hours Naib Subedar Ajit Singh gained information of two terrorists 
hiding in a jungle patch. He deployed his team and along with his buddy crawled into 
the dense vegetation as terrorists opened fire at them. Undeterred by the heavy firing 
he moved forth and shot dead one terrorist who was escaping in the nallah. In the 
process his buddy sustained a bullet injury on the right shoulder while he sustained 
multiple gun shot wounds on his chest, neck and abdomen. Regardless of his personal 
injuries he extricated his buddy to a safe place and engaged the second terrorist. 
Despite his profuse bleeding he inched towards the terrorist who was firing 
indiscriminately and shot him down in dose combat. He continued to guide and 
motivate his team till his last breath and attained martyrdom. 

Naib Subedar Ajlt Singh displayed exceptional courage, conspicuous bravery, 
inspiring leadership and made the supreme sacrifice while combating terrorism. 

15. SS-37780 MAJOR A PITY A CHAtf HAW 

6 MAHAR 

(Effective date of the award: 10 Sept ZOOS) 

On 10 September 2003, Major Aditya Chauhan was commander of a search 
party. The task was risky and difficult due to inhospitable terrain compounded by thick 
maize fields. During search, party approached suspected area and drew heavy volume 
of fire from maize field coupled with grenade lobbying. Oblivious of fire, Major Aditya 
moved from person to person in the party to ensure all were under cover and in safety. 
Showing presence of mind and astute leadership, Major Aditya ordered support group 
to engage terrorists. Under cover of his buddy, he crawled up to one terrorist and shot 
him dead. Under heavy fire from second terrorist and with disregard to own safety. 

Major Aditya moved through maize field and killed him. 

Major Aditya Chauhan displayed exemplary courage, devotion to duty and 

outstanding leadership in combat.

Sepoy Kiran Kumar was an outstanding scout. At 0900 hours on 11 September 
2003 on specific input, Ghatak platoon cordoned off suspected area. An officer with 
Ghatak team including Sepoy Kiran Kumar and his buddy approached area led by unit 
tracker dog. A sudden and heavy volume of fire from behind tree pinned down Sepoy 
Kiran Kumar's colleagues in maize field. Sepoy Kiran Kumar, unmindful of his own 
safety and undeterred by constant terrorist fire and grenade throwing moved ahead, 
closed in with terrorist and shot him dead thus saving lives of colleagues. While 
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crawling, Sepoy Kiran Kumar came face-to-face with second terrorist. Both fired 
simultaneously. Second terrorist was killed. In this bold action Sepoy Kiran Kumar 
sustained gun shot wound on head and succumbed to injury during evacuation. 

Sepoy Kiran Kumar showed exceptional gallantry, selflessness devotion 
and unparallel camaraderie with utter disregard to personal safety in the face of 
terrorists' fire and made the supreme sacrifice.

Naik Munna Lai Mundel was part of Quick Reaction Team, which foiled the raid 
by terrorists on own post in Naoshera Sector in Jammu & Kashmir on 18 September 

2003. 

Nalk Munna Lai Mundel, with utter disregard to his own safety, displaying 
exemplary courage ferociously out flanked terrorists raiding party on line of control. 
When Quick Reaction Team came under perilous fire from terrorists hiding behind 
boulders, he skirted the boulders and lobbing grenades charged at the terrorists. 
Being cornered, the terrorists also charged towards him but displaying professional 
edge Naik Munna Lai Mundel killed two terrorists in a fierce close combat, one of them 
with commando dagger in hand-to-hand fight, thus, saving own vital sensitive post 
and life of comrades. During pursuit of withdrawing terrorists, he stepped on a mine, 
got seriously injured and fell. Remaining cool, he continued to engage the withdrawing 
terrorists, who left behind eight bodies of their comrades and large quantity of Arms 
and Ammunition.

While troops Were 
clearing the house two terrorists suddenly came out charging, lobbing grenades and 
firing simultaneously and caused injuries to Paratrooper Chetan Kumar Rana arid cfchfer 
troops covering the exits. Sensing the grave danger to which own troops were exposed 
and remaining undeterred, despite gun shot wound in the chest and splinter Injuries, 
Paratrooper Chetan Kumar Rana unmindful of his personal safety displayed Taw 
courage and charged at the advancing terrorists firing simultaneously from his weapon 
and in a valiant action gunned down both of them at close quarters before succumbing 
to his injuries.

Inspite of receiving 
gunshot wound Havildar Ramakant Singh kept on firing with his weapon and charged 
at the terrorist killing him instantly. He succumbed to bullet injuries at the site. 

Havildar Ramakant Singh displayed raw courage, grit, determination, extreme 
resolve, loyalty, comradeship and made the supreme sacrifice in performing his duties. 



(Effective date of the award: 15 Oct 2003) 
Havildar Virendra Singh was part of a seek encounter patrol in an area in 
Northern Sector. At approximately 1910 hours, two terrorists disguised as civilians 
suddenly opened effective fire on the patrol. Havildar Virendra Singh was seriously 
wounded in the first volley of fire. He refused immediate evacuation and continued to 
lead the patrol in pitch darkness. Unmindful of personal safety, he rushed into the 
direction of fire and killed two terrorists single-handedly. This instantaneous act of raw 
courage of Havildar Virendra Singh resulted in saving lives of other members of the 
patrol. The operation resulted in recovery of three AK 47 rifles, one disposable Rocket 
Launcher, three grenades, one Under Barrel Grenade Launcher, one radio set and 
other war like stores.

On 22 October 2003, Ghatak column while negotiating gorge short of the village 
came under heavy fire, which had pinned down the advancing team. Moving ahead 
became difficult under intense and effective firing. Rifleman Hasta Bahadur Gurung, 
with his Sniper Rifle, showing raw courage and presence of mind crawled ahead to 
reach a vantage point. On reaching vantage point. Rifleman Hasta Bahadur Gurung 
fired at a terrorist firing automatic weapons on advancing team and killed him on the 
spot. As a result of his action the terrorist fire shifted from advancing team to 
Rifleman Hasta Bahadur Gurung.

On specific Intelligence provided by own sources * regarding movement of 
terrorists in the area, -a column was launched from unit location to general area at 
about 2230 hours on 22 October 2003. Officiating Commanding Officer personally led 
the ambush. The ambush party reached the area at about 0230 hours and deployed 
Itself. At about 0610 hours the party noticed a group of six to seven terrorists moved 
towards ambush site and when terrorists closed in, they opened fire thereby killing one 
terrorist on the spot and injuring several others. The terrorists dispersed into the 
adjoining jungles and launched retaliatory fire towards the ambush party. Grenadier 
Arjan Singh alongwith his Commanding Officer chased ttye fleeing terrorists and despite 
the heavy volume of fire towards them, closed in and s hot one terrorist dead with his 
personal weapon after a heavy exchange of fire. In the exchange of fire Grenadier 
Arjan Singh sustained gun shot wound on left upper chest near shoulder. Despite the 
injury, Grenadier Arjan Singh refused to get evacuated and continued to engage the 
terrorists. Another terrorist approaching him from the jungle was also shot dead by

Grenadier Arjan Singh. Two more terrorists were shot dead by his Commanding 
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Officer. Grenadier Arjan Singh was evacuated to Military Hospital, by helicopter on 
23 October 2003 but succumbed to his injuries same day. 

Grenadier Arjan Singh displayed indomitable courage, personal gallantry, fierce 
determination and made the supreme sacrifice while fighting the terrorists.

(Effective date of the award : 31 Oct 2003)

Subedar Jai Singh has been serving with a Rashtriya Rifles Unit as Platoon 
Commander. On 3i October 2003 when he was deployed to lay inner cordon around 
suspect houses at a village in Poonch District in Jammu and Kashmir, terrorists opened 
up with automatics resulting in fierce firefight. Subedar Jai Singh readjusted his 
cordon despite being engaged effectively and set ablaze target house with great 
ingenuity. One terrorist found escaping from window was shot dead by him. Two other 
terrorists ran out of house charging at Subedar Jai Singh's stop party, one of them was 
observed with Improvised Explosive Device strapped on leg. Displaying most 
conspicuous bravery in the face of imminent death; to save his subordinates, Subedar 
Jai Singh rushed out from his stop, blazing his automatic, intercepted the terrorist and 
killed him. He was mortally injured, yet continued further, eliminated third terrorist by 
lobbying hand-grenade before succumbing to injuries. 

Subedar Jai Singh displayed indomitable resolve,, raw courage and audacious 
action in fighting the terrorists and made the supreme sacrifice to save his comrades.
